DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3, 5, and 1 0-1 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed 
subject matter of the instant application as a whole either taken alone or in combination. 
In particular, the prior art of record does not teach "wherein voltage drops in the metal 
track contacts, which contact the base region and the emitter region, are reduced when 
the bipolar transistor is in an on state to distribute a voltage bias to a junction of the 
base region and the emitter region such that the saturation resistance is reduced by an 
amount greater than 0% and up to 30% compared to the same bipolar transistor having 
a metal layer of thickness less than 3 microns" as recited in claim 1 and "wherein the 
thickness of the metal layer is substantially uniformly greater than 3 microns to reduce 
voltage drops in the metal track contacts, which contact the base region and the emitter 
region, to provide substantially even biasing of a junction of the base region and the 
emitter region such that saturation resistance is reduced by an amount greater than 0% 
and up to 30%" as recited in claim 10. 
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Claims 2, 3, 5, and 11-19 are also allowed as being directly or indirectly 
dependent on the allowed independent base claim. 

With regards to claims 1 and 10, Palara teaches the metal tracks that are directly 
contacting with the base region and the emitter region (see Fig. 2 as an example). 
However, Palara does not teach "wherein voltage drops in the metal track contacts, 
which contact the base region and the emitter region, are reduced when the bipolar 
transistor is in an on state to distribute a voltage bias to a junction of the base region 
and the emitter region such that the saturation resistance is reduced by an amount 
greater than 0% and up to 30% compared to the same bipolar transistor having a metal 
layer of thickness less than 3 microns" as recited in claim 1 and "wherein the thickness 
of the metal layer is substantially uniformly greater than 3 microns to reduce voltage 
drops in the metal track contacts, which contact the base region and the emitter region, 
to provide substantially even biasing of a junction of the base region and the emitter 
region such that saturation resistance is reduced by an amount greater than 0% and up 
to 30%" as recited in claim 10. 

Furthermore, Gardes teaches how a increase in metal thickness would decrease 
series resistance and would consequently result in a small voltage drop (see f33 of 
Gardes et al. Pub No. US 2003/0066184 A1). However, Gardes does not teach 
"wherein voltage drops in the metal track contacts, which contact the base region and 
the emitter region, are reduced when the bipolar transistor is in an on state to distribute 
a voltage bias to a junction of the base region and the emitter region such that the 
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saturation resistance is reduced by an amount greater than 0% and up to 30% 
compared to the same bipolar transistor having a metal layer of thickness less than 3 
microns" as recited in claim 1 and "wherein the thickness of the metal layer is 
substantially uniformly greater than 3 microns to reduce voltage drops in the metal track 
contacts, which contact the base region and the emitter region, to provide substantially 
even biasing of a junction of the base region and the emitter region such that saturation 
resistance is reduced by an amount greater than 0% and up to 30%" as recited in claim 
10.
